Allowing time for the board to exhaust resources and funds 
New Brockton Council votes to dissolve rec board

New Brockton Town 
Council members voted 
Monday evening, June 5, 
during their regular coun- 
cil meeting to dissolve the 
recreation board within the 
next few months. 

Council member Todd 
Askins said the town has a 
basic understanding of what 
a committee is and what a 
board is, and the council 
needs to decide how it is 
going to move forward. 

“Are we going to allow 
them to operate as a board?” 
Askins asked. “As a board, 
they are not necessarily 
their own entity, but they 
do not have to come to 
the council to ask ‘Mother, 
may I’ on everything. They 
basically operate own their 
own.” 

Askins said he had been 
in discussions with those’ 
currently sitting on the rec- 

' reation board, and he said 
those members have agreed 
to either resign or allow 
the council to dissolve the 
board, but they asked to let 


the board spend its funds in 


the recreation department 
account before that happens 
[since those funds belong 
to the current recreation 


board]. 

“We either allow them 
to operate as the law says 
or we dissolve it,” Askins 
said. “The ball is really in 
our court here.” 

A representative of the 
recreation board at Monday 
night’s meeting said it had 
always been the intention 
of those who had stepped 
up to do what is best for the 
town. She said they would 
resign or allow the coun- 
cil to dissolve the board if 
the council would provide 
ample time for the recre- 
ation board to spend the 
money it has remaining in 
its account first. 

She said the board is 
looking to purchase a stor- 
age building for the recre- 
ation department with those 
funds, and that purchase 
would use up most if not all 
of the funds in the-account. 

Askins said the council 
needed to. wait until that 
purchasé is made before 
dissolving the board 
because once it is dissolved 
all authority returns to the 
town council. 

Council member Justin 
Flowers made a motion 
with a second from coun- 
cil member Will Reeves to 
allow the recreation depart-

ment to exhaust its resourc- 
es and funds and after that 
the council will dissolve 
the recreation board. The 
motion passed by unani- 
mous vote. 

Also, during the meeting, 
council members consid- 
ered an alcohol ordinance 
that would make certain 
changes to the sale of alco- 
hol in New Brockton. This 
included adding Sunday 
sales after 11 a.m. among 
other changes. 

A motion to approve: the 
ordinance failed to pass due

were council members 
Todd Askins, Will Reeves, 
and Justin Flowers. The no 
votes came from council 
member Shirley Eads and 


Ronald Terry, and Mayor 


Ralph Medley. 

Mayor Medley reminded 
citizens that New Brockton 
Town offices would be 
closed Monday, June 19, for 
the Juneteenth holiday.

The next work session 
for the council is set for 
Monday, June 26, at 6 p.m.

PASTOR’S CORNER |

T invite you to read the Gospel ¢ of Luke 17:1- 
10, and then read the article below. 


One of the most iconic movies of the last century 
is Jaws; the 1975 thriller by Steven Spielberg about a great . 
white shark that is terrorizing the New England beach 
town of Amity Island. In hopes of protecting the town, the 
police chief’ Martin Brody teams up with a marine biolo- 
gist named Hooper and professional shark hunter Quint on 
the latter’s boat the Orca, During one of the most famous 
scenes Brody is laying down a chum line to bait the shark, 
‘when we catch a glimpse of the’ true magnitude of the 
creature. Brody shoots up and with as little movement as 
possible backs into the cabin while keeping his gaze fixed 
upon the waters to utter to Quint the now memorable and 

* ad-libbed line, “You’re going to need a bigger boat.” 

In our passage Jesus is teaching his disciples about 
forgiveness and faithful service. He tells them about how 
people tripping and falling into sin will happen, and they 
don’t need to worry about this as long as they are not the 
reason that someone tripped and fell into sin. He tells them 
what to do when someone does sin, repents, and changes 
their hearts and lives. He then tells them what to do if 
someone sins, repents, says they’re going to change their 
lives, then sins, repents, says they’re going to change their 
lives, and on and on and on. Jesus says, “You must forgive 
that person.” I love the disciples’ response, “Increase our 
faith!” In the back of my mind, I always hear the disciples’ 
response ‘in the same tone and cadence as Brody on the © 
deck of the Orca. It is though after hearing the size of the 
task to Jesus has placed before them, the disciples step 
back in shock and say, “We’re going to need a bigger 


faith!” 


Jesus though lovingly responds that they don’t need a 
bigger faith at all. Even a little faith, faith the size of a 
mustard seed, can move mountains or in this case mulberry 
trees. Jesus tells them that the size of their faith is not the 
problem, but instead their willingness to live out that faith. 
This is what he is saying at the end of our passage. This is 
what he’ means when he is talking about the servant doing 
their job without any thanks. Forgiving like this is not 
going above and beyond. It is simply what we are suppose 
to do for “we servants deserve no special praise. We have 


only done our duty.” 


It doesn’t take long for each of us to conjure the image 
of that person that for whatever reason we cannot bring 
ourselves to forgive. What is stopping us? We don’t need 
a bigger faith—God has given us everything we need. We 
just need now the willingness to use that faith. As I look 
back in my life in this faith, I think of the times that I have 
forgiven those I had previously deemed “unforgivable”. I 
realize that never once have I regretted offering forgive- 
ness, and I know, with God’s grace, I will not regret the 
next time I forgive. So, in the name of Christ, I challenge 


us to forgive as Christ has forgiven us.

Is my water safe? 

Last year, as in years past, your tap water met all U.S, Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) and the Alabama Department of Environmental Management (ADEM) drinking 
water health standards. Your local water officials vigilantly safeguard its water supplies and once again we are proud to report that our system has not violated a maximum con- 
taminant level or any other water quality standards. We’re pleased to present to you this year’s Annual Drinking Water Quality Report. This report is designed to inform you about 
the quality water and services we deliver to you every day. Our constant goal is to provide you with a safe and dependable supply of drinking water. We want you to understand 
the efforts we make to continually improve the water treatment process and protect our water resources. We are committed to ensuring the quality of your water. Our water source 
is one groundwater well. The water we supply comes from the Clayton Aquifer. The Jack Water System also purchases water from the Pike County Water Authority. The Pike 
County Water Authority utilizes groundwater pumped from seven wells out of the Ripley Aquifer and the Tuscaloosa Aquifer. The water we provide to our customers requires no 
specialized treatment. However, chlorine is added to the water for disinfection purposes. This ensures the quality of water throughout our distribution system. 

The Jack Water System routinely completes a water storage facility inspection plan and utilizes a Bacteriological Monitoring Plan and a Cross Connection Policy is in place to insure 
good safe drinking water for our customers. The Jack Water System and Pike County Water Authority have both completed a Source Water Assessment Plan which is available at 
our offices for review. This report provides information about potential sources of contamination and is set up to help protect our source. 

We want our valued customers to be informed about their water utility. If you want to learn more, please attend any of our regularly scheduled Board meetings. They are held on 
the first Monday of each month at the Zion Chapel Senior Citizens located at Highway 87 North, in Jack, and begin at 7:00 p.m.

Important Drinking Water Definitions: : 

Action Level (AL) - The concentration of a contaminant that triggers treatment or other requirements that a water system shall follow. 

Maximum Contaminant Level (MCL) - The highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water. MCLs are set as close to the MCLGs as feasible using the best avail- 
able treatment technology. 

Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG) - The level of a contaminant in drinking water below, which there is no known or expected risk to health. MCLGs allow for a margin 
of safety. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MRDL) — The highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water. There is convincing evidence that addition of a disinfectant is 
necessary for control of microbial contaminants. : : 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level Goal (MRDLG) — The level of a drinking water disinfectant below which there is no known or expected risk to health. MRDLGs do not 
reflect the benefits of the use of disinfectants to control microbial contaminants. 

Millirems per year (mremlyr) - Measure of radiation absorbed by the body. 

Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (NTU) - Nephelometric turbidity unit is a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity in excess of 5 NTU is just noticeable to the average person. 
Parts per million (ppm) or Milligrams per liter (mg/L) - One part per million corresponds to one minute in two years or a single penny in $10,000. Parts per billion (ppb) or 
Micrograms per liter (ug/L) - One part per billion corresponds to one minute in 2,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000. Parts per trillion (ppt) or Nanograms per liter 
(ng/L) - One part per trillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000 years, or a single penny in i 

$10,000,000,000. 

Parts per quadrillion (ppq) or Picograms per liter (pg/L) - One part per quadrillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000,000 years or one penny in 

$10,000,000,000,000. ; 

Picocuries per liter (pCi/L) - Picocuries per liter is a measure of the radioactivity in water. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - A required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water. 

Threshold Odor Number (T.O.N.) - The greatest dilution of a sample with odor-free water that still yields a just-detectable odor. 

Variances & Exemptions - ADEM or EPA permission not tomeet an MCL or a treatment technique under certain conditions. 

Explanation of reasons for variance/exemptions: ; ‘ 

Based on a study conducted by ADEM with the approval of the EPA a statewide waiver for the monitoring of asbestos and dioxin was issued. Thus, monitoring for these contami- 
nants was not required.The Jack Water System and the Pike County Water Authority routinely monitor for contaminants in your drinking water according to Federal and State laws. 
Unless otherwise noted, the data presented in the following tables show the results of our monitoring period of January Ist to December 31st, 2022.

While our grandson Lawson is enjoying his summer 
break before he heads off to junior high, our youngest 
grandson Cannon will soon get to enjoy the summer a little 
more as his Mom will not have to work on Fridays, which 
means he will get to have Mom home three days a week. 
See, age means nothing when it is time for summer break! 


For what it is worth.... 


*** Many years high school football fans have to buy 
a program early in the season to know what number the 
players are wearing, but this year at New Brockton High 
School school officials may have to print out a map just 
so the coaching staff will know which direction to go 
and where their classrooms are. When the new school 
year starts in August the Gamecocks will have new head 
coaches in football, basketball, volleyball and softball! 
While Jason Barnett was named the new head football 
coach back in the winter and Joshua Boykin was hired 
to lead the basketball program a few weeks back, the 
other vacancies were filled last week when Dawn Ezell 
was named the new volleyball coach and Gary Ray was 
named to lead the softball program. Barnett brings years 
of experience to the football program, but the other three 
new head coaches will be taking over the reins of a high 
school team for the first time in their career and will have 
to learn with their teams as the seasons progress. It looks 
like a ‘really’ new year in sports over at ‘Brockton. 

*** What has been called the most significant rules 
change in high school basketball since the ‘three-point 
arc’ will take part this season when teams will shoot two 
free-throws for all common fouls when the team is in the 
bonus. The change will do away with the ‘one-and-one’ 
free throw opportunities and make all free-throw visits 
two-shots once the team’s opponent has committed five 
fouls in a quarter. The foul total will reset at the beginning 
of every quarter and do away with a player going to the 
line with the pressure of having to make the front end 
of a one-and-one free-throw to earn a second shot. The 
NFHS, the governing body of high school sports, stated 
the change would make the game safer as it would do away 
with rougher play for rebounds, and would also improve 
the flow of the game since fouls would not carry over from 
quarter to quarter. While it seems to me the. change would 
favor the team that is leading on the scoreboard, only time 
will tell as coaches will always try to figure out ways to 
gain an advantage over their opponents. 

*** The Southeastern Conference met with its member 
schools last week and after a yearlong discussion agreed to 
a temporary solution to the soon-to-be 16-team conference 
by adopting an eight-game conference schedule. The plan 
is a one-year solution as the SEC continues to decide 
how it will go forward in 2024 when the league expands 


to 16 teams with the addition of Texas and Oklahoma. If | 


the new plan survives, each team will play every other 
team in the conference every two years, with one team 
remaining on the schedule on an annual basis. The change 
would keep Alabama and Auburn on a yearly schedule, but 
would move the Tide’s age-old rivalry with Tennessee to 
every other year, as would the Tigers oldest rivalry contest 
against Georgia. Another change would do away with the 
conference divisions, with the top two teams moving on to 
the conference championship. I honestly think most fans 
of Alabama and Auburn will still get just as excited as 
before of their games against Tennessee and Georgia are 
played every year, or every other year, and may actually 
help to give the teams a break from the always rugged SEC 
regular season schedule. 

*** In closing... Former Elba Tiger standout and 
veteran football coach Jetey Wise will be back in the 
Wiregrass area this year as an assistant coach at G.W. 
Long High School. Coach Wise has been the head coach at 
both Slocomb and Red Level during his career, as well as 
earning a state championship ring as an assistant at Lanett 
and most recently being on staff at 7A Smiths Station. 
G.W. Long has been a winner at the 2A level for years, 
and with Coach Wise bringing his years of experience 
to the program it looks like the Rebels will continue to 
flourish. Coach Wise began his coaching career as a Rebel 
at ZionChapel and is now a Rebel again at G.W. Long.
